Final Rejection

Claims 44-54, 60-70 and 76-86 are pending. 



2. 



Claims 44, 60, and 76 are independent. 



Response to Amendment 



3. The rejection of claims 44-54, 60-70 and 76-86 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
obvious over Farmer (US 4,103,051) in view of Krogh et al. (US 6,169,064) is 
maintained for the reasons recited in the previous office action and explained below. 



4. Applicant's arguments filed September 15, 2005 have been fully considered but 
are not found to be persuasive. Applicants urge that one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be motivated to combine the Farmer and Krogh references and obtain a 
substituted hydrolysable polymer, wherein the substitute is a branched chain amine as 
recited by the instant independent claim since Krogh teaches fatty amines similar to 
those taught by the Farmer reference (col.3,ln.49-56) which fatty amines are not 
encompassed by the material limitations of the instant claims. Applicants acknowledge 
that Krogh also teach the ether amines which are encompassed within the broad scope 
of substituted hydrolizable polymers recited by the instant claims, however Applicants 
urge Krogh fails to suggest a motivation to choose an ether amine over a fatty amine. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 



Response to Arguments 
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where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, one of ordinary 
skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, would have been motivated to 
combine the teachings of Krogh et al. with that of Farmer since Krogh teaches fatty 
amines similar to those taught by the Farmer reference and Krogh also teach the ether 
amines which are encompassed within the broad scope of substituted hydrolizable 
polymers recited by the instant claims. 

Furthermore, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to modify 
the diaminopropane taught by Farmer because Krogh et al. teach that the 
isodecylopropylamine surfactant prepared from ether amine or diamine precursors- 
including (isopropyl-oxypropyl amine), (isohexyloxypropyl amine), (decyloxypropyl 
amine), (isotridecyloxypropyl amine) and (isotridecyloxypropyl-1,3 diamino propane) 
results in a superior surfactant that is an efficacious laundry detergent and automotive 
spray wax with favorable liquidity and dispersion properties. See example 6 and 
col. 2, In. 30-40 and col.4, In. 30-35. Thus, Krogh et al. does suggest to one of ordinary skill 
in the art, a motivation to choose an ether amine to result in a superior surfactant.
